We liuve tried tar bound macadam 


light hero in the city, and Ihe indi- 
cations are now that it will have to 
be entirely icplaced within a short 
time, or given such extensive repairs 
that it would be cheaper and more 
salibluclory to replace it. Ther are 
many patches of macadam thruout 
the county and state, and It has al- 
ready been demonstrated that they 
have a life of only a few years on a 
country road, and we have tried it 
in the city aud iound that they were 
an abomination on the main streels, 
altho considerably betBer than no 
paving at all. 


Thoie are several stretches of ce- 
i.nt in this vicinity, and many of 


the small towns thruout the state 
have paved their main street in this 
manner, aud the indications at the 
present time arj that they aie all 
right., iillho II may be Ihat enough 
time has not elap&ed to prove their 
worth. 
Concrete certainly makes a 


fin,3 street and one that can be kept 
clean and nent, and gives the sur- 
rounding property a fine appearance. 


Some cities have tried block pave- 


ment, and in many instances they 
have given Ihe best of satlsfacllou 
and Ihe inhabitants swear by this 
biaud of pavement. 


Howevei, after il is all said and

done, we know of on.3 kind of pave- 
ment that has given good satisfac- 
tion here and is known to be all 
right, and that is vitrified brick. 
There are many places in the state 
wli're this sort of a pavement has 
been down for many years, and they 
are today in fine condition, being al- 
most as smooth as the day they were 
laid, and ara showing Very little 
wear, indicating that they will last 
for many years yet to come. 
It 


might also be mentioned that these 
brick pavements are pretty generally 
in cities much larger than Grand 
Rapids, and are on the main streets 
where the traffic is much greater than 
it is here. 


With the facts all before us, and 


our own ijxperience here in the city, 
it would seem as if brick was the 
proper material to use. 
It wil pro- 


bably cost more fa the beginning, 
but will pay better in the end. If the 
plan of paying for this pavement in 
20 per cent installments is used, it 
is probable that when the Install- 
ments are all paid that another pave- 
ment will be necessary If any cheap 
material is used, while with brick 
properly laid the pavement would be 
in as good s-bape as it was the day It 
was put down. 


We do not loel that the residents 


on a street have all there is to say 
about a paving proposition. The re- 
mainder of the city pays a part of 
the cost and they have some say in 
tho matter.

For example 
whore there were 177 persons confix 
ed in a prison there was not a single 
carpenter, brick layer, plasterer, tail- 
or, printer, painter or a member of 
the other skilled crafts, to be found 
In another slate out of all the prison- 
ers in the penitentiaries, 77 percent 
of them had no trade or regular call- 
ing. 


PUS can easily believe the correct- 


ness of these statements. 
It is ob- 


v<ous that men having a trade or a 
regular occupalion do not commll 
crimes to the extent that people do 
who are without training in any u»3- 
ful line of work or endeavor. 
To 


acquire or learn a trade moans foui 
or five years of bard work and hard 
work and crime do not go hand In 
hand; it is the fellow who wants to 
get along without working who cau- 
sas most of the trouble in this world. 


Parents desiring to do the right 


thing by their children, and keep 
Ihem out of prison should see to it 
that-the boys learn some kind of use- 
ful trade.

Ther are 


niiiuy patches of. macadam thruout 
| ' the county and sta.ti=, and it has al- 


ready been demonstrated that they 
have a life of only a few years on a 


i ! ! country road, and wo have tried it 


' In the city and found that they were 
an abomination on the main streets, 
altho considerably better 
than no 


paving at all. 


There are several stretches of ce- 


lu.nt iu tliis vicinity, and many of 
the small towns thruout the state 
have paved their main street In this 
manner, and the indications at the 
present time iiro that they are all 
right., altho it may be that enough 
time luis not elapsed to prove their 
worth. 
Concrete certainly makes a 


Iin.2 street and one that can be kept 
e'lean and neat, and gives the sur- 
rounding property a fine appearance. 


Some eities have tried block pave- 


ment, and in many instances they 
have given tho best of satisfaction 
and the inhabitants swear by this 
brand ot pavement. 


However, after it is all said and 


done, wro know of ons kind of pave- 
ment that has given good satisfac- 
tion here and is known to be all 
right, and that is vitrified 
brick. 


There are many places in the state 
where this sort of a pavement has 
been down for many years, and they 
are today in fine condition, being al- 
most as smooth as the day they were 


•and aru showing very little 
indicating that they will last 


for 
many years yet to come*. 
It 


might also be mentioned that these 
brick pavements are pretty generally 
in cltlas much larger than Grand 
Rapids, and are on the main streets 
where the traffic is much greater than 
it is here. 


With the facts all before us, and 


our own experience here in the city. 
It would seem as If brick was the 
proper material to use. 
It wil pro- 


bably cost more m the beginning, 
but will pay better in the end. If the 
plan of paying for th.» pavement in 
20 per cent installments is used, it 


probable that when the install- 


ments are all paid that another pave- 
ment will be necessary if any cheap 
material is used, while with brick 
properly laid the pavement wou'id be 
n as good shape as it was the day it 
was put down. 


We do not £oel that the residents 


on a street have all there Is to say 
ibout a paving proposition. The re- 
mainder of the city pays a part of 
.he cost and they have some say in 
tlii; matter. 


\VM. BUIIT HAS REMARKABLE 


ESCAPE FROM DEATH. 


Wm. Burt, while crossing the N. W. 


bridge on Saturday evening, stepped 
off to one side to allow a fr3ight 
train to pass him. missed his footing 
and fell to the ice below, fracturing 
one 'leg and sustaining quite severe 
bruises on the fac2 and body. 


Mr. Burt Is employed at the pump- 


ing station c.n the east side, and lives 
or. the west side of the river. In go- 
inj to and from his work he has bDen 
in the habit of crossing the North- 
western bridge as this saved him a 
walk of a mile and a. half or two 
•Vies. 
Saturday evenir-g when he 


got about half way across the bridge 
a freight train came in sight, and as 
it was impossible 
>to get 
off the 


bridge in time to avoid the train, 
Mr. Burt stepped off to one side to 
allow the train to pass. 


One of his feet slipped and before 


he could save himself he had been 
precipitated to the ice below, a dis- 
tinc3 of about twenty feet. 
He was 


unable to move after he struck the 
Jce, and notwithstanding the fact 
that he called for help, it was some 
time before his cries w:re heard, 
when Stanley and Charles Stark and 
Henry Demltz went to his assistance. 
They got out to where Mr. Burt was 
by pushing a boat over th3 ice, and 
when they arrived at the scene of 
the accident the injured man was 
loaded into the boat and brought 
ashore. He was taken to the hospi- 
tal where it was found that he had 
sustained a bad fracture of the left 
leg and had -numerous bruises about 
the head and body. 
He was givjn 


surgical attention at once and it is 
expected that he will entirely recov- 
er in time, altho he will ba incapaci- 
tated for several weeks. 


Taken altogether. It was a most 


rernarkabdle escape from d3ath, as 
the distance from the bridge to the 
ice is far enough to cause fatal in- 
juries to a person und3r ordinary

It wa» a good old English cus- 


tom, 
not tp bo rejected by the 


Aiucrlcan colonists, altboim'j modi- 
fications were necessary 'o suit the 
religion 
ind conditions ot 
living 


In 
the colonies, the 
Christ-spirit 


being substituted 
for iho pagan 


yuletkle, the famous "boar's head" 
was omitted, and the Christmas pie 


became known as mince pie. However, many old 
observances were kept, Including tho mistletoe 
and holly, and Christmas was a day for family 
K!it!ifrliigs. with a feast piepared by tho women 
ot the house. 


It Is quite possible that wo would not like 


their flavorings today. They used a variety of 
spices, wines and seasonings in even their plain- 
cot dishes; but as everything was prepared In 
the home, either under tho supervision of the 
mistress or by her own hands, the mixtures were 
wholesome. 


Everything was turned to account In tho sea- 


son with a view to future use, so In this way 
preparations for tho holiday wcro going on long 
before the day. 


In (herry time, a supply was carefully packed 


in hay and kept for Christmas. 


Tho Christmas cookies, with coriander seed 


In them, were baked six months boforo and kept 
In an earthenware jar in tho cellar. 


Mince Meat Recipe. 


The rich plum pudding and cakes were made 


early in tho fall and put away to mellow and 
ripen. 


Tho mincemeat was then micle, the recipe for 


which waa recently found in an old Philadelphia 
eooltbook 
SVe copy all but the spelling: ' Four 


pounds veal, four pounds suet, two pounds rais- 
ins, one pound currants, six apples, Bomo roao 
water and sack half a pound, no more of sugar, 
thTFo-fourths pound cloves, mace, nutmeg and 
cinnamon, some <amlled orange peel, lemon peel, 


< I trim and blanched almomls " 


They mado a puff paste for their pies differ- 


ent from ours. One reeipo called for flour, one 
pound butter, ten eggs nnd some milk or water. 


Some housewives made their winter supply rf 


mince pies before Thanksgiving and reheated 
them before using. 


l-'or tho lemon tarts, the lemons had to bo first 


soaked In bait nater for two da>s. Then every 
day tor fourteen days they were put into fresh 
eold water. 
When they were made, apples, or- 


anges and sugar wore added. 


A few days before Christmas the mistress went 


to market, the maid carrying the basket 
Sho 


would got her turkey, cranberries, celery, oysters, 
and a little pig for roasting whole. 


Tho day before Christmas the real excitement 


began. The stuffing was made, and such stuffing! 
Bread crumbs, beef suet, liver, lemon peels, nut- 
meg. savory, pepper, salt, cream and eggs 
The 


little pig, only four or five weeks old, wns filled 
to his utmost rapacity with mashed potatoes or 
apples. 


Not the least to be oonsldored were the green 


decorations. 
Ground 
pine 
for 
ftistoons 
and 


wreaths, mistletoe to hang, and holly everywhere 
were the necessities 


When Christmas morning came the excitement 


was at the highest pitch. 
The housewife, her 


daughters and her maids were up early. 
Tho 


brick oven was heated and the mince pies put in. 
The turkey was dredged with flour and put on 
tho spit, with a small unwilling child to watch 
and turn tt as It browned. 


Another child was set to cracking nuts and 


polishing apples 


Roasting the Little Pig. 


The little pig was put before the fire to roast 


In tbo dripping pan, in which were three bottles 
of red wine for basting. 


While tho things were cooking a long table, 


tho length of tho room, win spread with the 
white linen cloth, napkin, china and silver or 
pewter.

In the middle of the table was the 
famed 


Christmas bowl. Here are the quaint directions 
for making it: 
"Break nine sponge cakes nnd half a pound of

HISTORY OF CHRISTMAS 


Christmas, originally Cristes masse ("the mass 


or church festival of Christ"), is the English 
name for the season in which the birth of Christ 
Is commemorated. It is apparent, however, that 
a festival was celebrated at this season long be- 
fore it was held sacred as tbii birthday ot Jesus 
ot Nazareth. The Saturnalia of the Romans and 
the winter festival ot the heathen Britona were 
both celebrated about December 25; and later, 
the Roman festival in honor of the sun god, 
Mlthra (instituted 273 A. D.) From the latter the 
day became to be known as the "Birthday ot tie 
Bnconquered Sun;" and after its adoption by the 
Christian church in the fourth century as the 
anniversary of Christ's birth, this nams waa 
given a symbolic Interpretation. 


A study ot the customs associated with thla 


period also reveals a heathen, if not invariably 
a solar, origin. The lighting of the Yule log (la 
buche de Noel) on Christmas eve, once a wide- 
spread European custom, is or was a function of 
such predominant importance among the Li- 
thuanians and Letts that their words for Christ- 
mas eve literally 
signify "Log evening." The 


sports of the "Lords of Misrule" in England are 
thought to be an inheritance from the Saturnalia. 
The decoration of churches with the once sacred 
mistletoe «nd holly Is a pagan survival.

Frost King and Snowballs. 


As this Is the time for the clever woman of 


the family to devise some unique way of dis- 
tributing Christmas gifts, she ma? decorate the 
living room with evergreens, holly and mistle- 
toe, and then place in one corner n table covered 
with a white cloth, hidden from view by a screen 
ot generous size. On this table is placed snow- 
balls 
These snowballs, mado of white cotton 


batting and tied with white robbon, contain each 
designated present, and are heaped in a pyra- 
mid, 
thus obtaining a mass of snowballs ot 


varied size 
The pile Is scattered freely with 


diamond dust, in order to give it an attractive 
sparkle. If there is a small boy in the house he 
may be dressed as a Frost King, in a costume of 
white wadding, sprinkled with diamond dust; 
leaves and holly berries can be sewed here and 
there upon the robe. At a given signal the screen 
is removed, disclosing the tiny Frost King, who, 
with a few words of Christmas greeting, gathers 
the snowballs into a pretty basket, and as each 
ball bears a small tag he finds no difficulty in 
distributing the gifts to those assembled. 


A Holly Pie. 


A novel way of distributing Christmas gttts 


on Christmas morning Is to make a big pie In 
the center of the table of holly branches, and ar- 
range it so the gifts can be easily drawn from 
under it. Each gift must be tied with u narrow 
red ribbon and one end lead to each place at 
the table. This la great fun, and of course every- 
one is anxious to see who gets the most rib- 
bons, the lucky one being declared the most popu- 
lar. The pie is not "opened" until end of break- 
fast. 


A Christmas Trail. 


One member of the family should take charge 


of the gifts, and when the coast Is clear should 
lay the "trail" with them In all of the available 
downstairs rooms.

In 1872 he contracted tuberculosis 


and went to Saranac Lake and began 
th.> great fight for his own life.

tho he lived forty three years longer 
he never succeeded In obtaining i 
cure or cv:n an arrest of the disease 
But during those forty three year: 
he directly and indirectly saved th: 
lives of thousands and thousands o 
his fellow citizens—this by opHiin 
the first open-air tuberculosis sana 
torlum In the United States anc 
thereby setting the pace for the na 
tlon. 
Thj accomplishments of this man, 


handicapped by his disease, have 
been a great Inspiration to me while 
the following paragraph is, In my 
opinion, a masterpiece which should 
be r?ad by all. It was his address of 
welcome as honorary president of 
the International Congress on Tuber- 
culosis held m 1908. In reading this 
c nslder what has been accomplished 
since that time and what reverence 
you and your family owe to him and 
his disciples. 
"As a pioneer and veteran In the 


struggle against tuberculosis in this 
country, I welcome the International 
Congress to our shores. For thirty- 
five years I have llv.;.d In the midst 
of a perpetual epidemic, struggling 
with tuberculosis both within and 
without the walls, and no one can 
appreciate better than I do thj great 
meaning of such a meeting 
I have 


lived thru many of the long dark 
years of ignorance, hopelessness, anc 
apathy, when tuberculosis levied Hi 
pitiless toll on human life, unheedet 
and unhindered; when, as Jaccouc 
has tersely put it, the treatment of 
tuberculosis was but a meditation on 
death! 
But I have lived to see the 


dawn of now knowledge, to see th 
fall of the death rate of tuberculosis 
to see hundreds who have been res 
cued, to see whoU communities grow 
ing up of men and women whose live 
iiave been saved and who are engage' 
In saving tha lives of others. I hav 
lived to see the spread of a new Ugh 
from nation to nation until it has en 
circled the globe and finds expression 
today in the gathering of th.3 Inter- 
national Congress on Tuberculosis, 
with all that It means to science, 
phllantrophy, and the brotherhood of 
man. But the end is not yet, and I 
bid the Congress Godsps«d In tho 
great task it has before it." 


A case was brought forcibly to 


our notice just the other day ot a 
person who had sent out of town for 
•in article which could have br'on or- 
dered here just as wel'l, and probably 
with less trouble. When asked why 
te did not patronize tho home mer- 
chant he stated that he could not get 
what he wanted here; besides he did 
not want to be robbid. 


Now this man's business was sup- 


ported entirely by home people.

s a part of the money that they pay

ev:n if they did rob him a 'little bit, 
which is doubtful, it would have 
been better for the concern than send- 
ing out of town 
Also better for the 


merchants and better for ths town. 


This Idea of every man considet- 


ing himself a unit apart from the 
general public is all wrong. While It 
may be possible at tint.2s for a man to 
find things in a catalogue quoted 
at a lower price than they are listed 
by local merchants, it is no reason 
for patronizing the other fellow. 


In a small city llk» this, where ev- 


erybody Is acquainted with every- 
body else, we are not only supporting 


urselves, hut we are also keeping up 
lot of d?ad beats and fellows who 
re rathei poor pay, and It is necess- 
ry for the local merchant to charge 


litt'le more in order to come out 


ven with the worlu at tte end ot the 
ear.

School District Law. 


The following, taken from a Fond 


du Lac paper, may be of Interest to 
man Tribune readers: 


"Did you know that if you live in 


a school district where the school is 
more than two miles from your home 
and that the school in an adjoining 
district is half a mile or nearer, that 
you can send your children to the 
laarest school and your school dis- 
trict will have to foot the tuition bill? 
Such an instance came up recently 
in local school circles and upon in- 
vestigation it was found that the 
state law made such provision. Here 
is tho law In question, takan from 
sub-division 3 of section 435 of chap- 
ter 27s: 
'In cases: where there are children 


of school age In a homo located more 
than two milss from the school house 
in the home district, and transporta 
tlon Is not provided, the distance t( 
be measured by the nearest travelei 
highway and there is anothar schoo 
In an adjoining district located at a 
distance of one-half a mile or neare 
to such home, the children of schoo 
age shall be privileged to attend th 
nearer school and in such cases th 
school board of the. schoo'i distrlc 
In which such families reside is dul; 
authorized to pay and shall pay t 
the treasurer of the district in whlci 
the nearer school is located, the sur 
per month fixed by the said schoo 
board as tuition under the provisions 
of this section, etc."

Sui'pusseel Her Tutor. 


Laquer has furnished a most varied 


material for one of the earliest In- 
dustrial arts of China, and, tho there 
are no authentic records of Its origin 
nor of the stops of its early develop- 
ment, the process is already called an 
ancient one In a work published in 
1387, In the Qrst year of the Ming 
period, which proves that the art was 
known lu as remote an epoch as the 
Sung 
dynasty. 
The 
culminating 


years of its dovelopment were reach- 
ed In the reign of the emperor Chion 
Lung (1736-96), who greatly en- 
couraged Its manufacture and had 
large quantities of laquored objects 
made with which to furnish and dec- 
orate his castle. After his death the 
art seems to havo declined in merit, 
and since that time little or nothing of 
high artistic value in Chinese lac- 
quer has becL. accomplished. 


The Japanese flrst learned the pro- 


cess from the Chinese, but have since 
brought it to a point of perfection 
which surpa&ses the finest produc- 
tions of the Chinese. In Japan, how- 
ever, lacquer is applied solely to ob- 
J:cts of comparatively small 'size, 
while in the Chinese empire It served 
to decorate screens and panels of tre- 
mendous dimensions.

The following, taken from a Fond 


du Lac paper, may te of interest to 
man Tribune rsaders: 
^Did you know that if you live in 
a school district where the school is 
more than two miles from your home 
and that the school in an adjoining 
district is half a mile or nearer, that 
you can send your children to the 
Larest school and your school dis- 
trict will have to foot the tuition bill? 
Such an instance came up recently 
in local school circles and upon in- 
vestigation it was found that the 
state law made such provision. Here 
is the law in question, takm from 
sub-division 3 of section 435 of chap- 


"InSc'ase9 where there are children 


of school age in a homo located more 
than two mil-es from the school house 
In the home district, and transporta- 
tion is not provided, the distance to 
be measured by the nearest traveled 
highway and there is another school 
in an adjoining district located at a 
distance of one-half a mile or nearer 
to su^h home, the children of school 
age shall be privileged to attend the 
nearer school and in such cases thfi 
school board of the. seliooi distr c 
in which such families reside is dulj 
authorized to pay and shall pay to 
the treasurer of the district in which 
the nearer school is located the sun 
per month fixed by the said schoo 
board as tuition under the provision 
of this section, etc."

Herald, a 
bill has been presented to the United 
States district court by J. F. French, 
manager of the company for the state 
of Michigan, in behalf of the minority 
shockho'lders of the company, and an 
order has be;n issued for the officers 
of the company to show cause why a 
received should not be appointed. 
The date fixed for the hearing was 
DJC. 20th. 


It is alleged in the bill that the 


officers of the company have used a 
great many privileges not granted 
them in Its charter. It is stated that 
'$350,000 was paid for IS,000 acr;s 
of land in Oneida county, Wisconsin, 
the amount covering the purchase 
price and the cost of clearing and 
developing, the object said to have 
be?n to develop a co.mmercial farm- 
ing enterprise. 
It is stated that this 


expenditure restricted the financial 
ability'of the company to carry on its 
regular operations. It is also char- 
pd that the establishment of three 
jobbing stores in Chicago was con- 
trary to the charter and that $50,000 
was lost by the plan. 


The company for many years com- 


prised Leonard Starks and about ha'if 


doen of the employees, who each 


held certain amounts of stock. 
Last 
year, it Is stated, Leonard Starks dis- 
posed of a_majority of the stock to 
J. K. Inalls of Chicago and W. B. An- 
gelo of Stevens Point, Wis. Ingalls 
was made general manager of the 
company and he and Angelo placed 
on the board of directors. 


It was asked that a receiver be ap- 


pointed to handle the business of the 
company until the close of the sea- 
son, which will continue until about 
the first of nsxt July, and that steps 
be taken to wind up the business. 


Since the above was written Mr. 
Stark has made a statement to tha 
effect that the company is all right 
and on a sound financial basis, and 
that the trouble came from one man 
who was dissatisified with the man- 
ner in which the cobpany was con- 
ducting its business.

On Dec. 9th, J. F. French, who 


owns a small equity in 150 shares of 
stock in this company, acquired by 
private contract with me, filed a bill 
In the Federal court at Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, asking for a receiver for 
the company on the ground of mis- 
management, criticising the purchase 
of our Oneida county farm, and the 
establishment of jobbing stores in 
Chicago, and claiming that the com- 
pany should have paid dividends in- 
stead of making these investments. 
French also makes some other minor 
complaints. The fact Is that our d'- 
rectors have always been unanimous 
on the projects of the company, and 
their judgment is vindicated by the 
fact that the farm and stores are both 
profitable ventures. 
The manage- 


ment is the same as it always has 
been, and that It is competent is 
proved by our present net "worth ap- 
proximately $750,000.00, built up in 
12 years from $150,000.00. 
French 


is acting for himself alone—all other 
stockholders have submitted signed 
declarations that thsy are not inter- 
ested in the case, do not intend to be- 
come so, and do not want a receiver 
appointed. 
The company owes no 


money to Franch—on the contrary, 
he is indebted to the company in 
the amount of $8,400.00 overdraft 
on his personal salary account. No 
Creditors' ar« parties to the suit. 
French was our manager at Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, and in his sevan 
years employment made a net loss of 
$88,000.00, after paying which the 
company has yet prospered as above 
stated. Because his management was 
unprofitable, he was dismissed from 
the service of the company on Nov. 
1, 1915.

but to help lift them; not to consider 
which nations are most to blame for 
the disaster that has befallen Europe, 
but to end the strife; not to Intrude 
ourselves upon your national life and 
national ideals, but rather with an ear- 
nest desire to understand them and B 
heartfelt wish to aid in realizing them. 


"Ths love of country, for which 


e?ery day tens of thousands of lives 
aro sacrificed, is the same in every 
land. 
Your nation, like the people of 


all the other belligerent countries, IB 
fighting for Its national existence and 
its best national traditions, and so 
there can bo no irreconcilable differ- 
ences. 
Such common ideals surely 


must afford a basis upon which to es- 
tablish a magnanimous and honorable 
peace. 


"The time has come to stop blood- 


shed to save the people from further 
slaughter and the civilization of the 
world from anarchy and ruin. 


"Has not war been tried enough— 


sixteen months of flghting? Is it not 
proved that war cannot solve the prob- 
lem, but that it leads only to loss and 
misery? 


"The rising desire of the people in 


neutral nations to convert a barren 
disinterestedness into active good will 
has prompted the citizens of the Unit-

heartfelt wish to aid in realizing them. 


"The love of country, for which 


every day tens of thousands of lives 
aro sacrificed, is the same In every 
land. 
Your nation, like the people of 


all the other belligerent countries, la 
fighting for Its national existence and 
its best national traditions, and so 
there can bo no Irreconcilable differ- 
ences. 
Such common Ideals surely 


must afford a basis upon which to es- 
tablish a magnanimous and honorable 
peace. 


"Tho time has come to stop blood- 


shed to save the people from further 
slaughter and the civilization of the 
•world from anarchy and ruin. 


"Has not war been tried enough— 


sixteen months of ughtlng? Is it not 
proved that war cannot solve the prob- 
lem, but that It leads only to loss and 
misery? 


"Tho rising desire of the people in 


neutral nations to convert a barren 
disinterestedness Into activo good will 
has prompted the citizens of the Unit- 
ed States of America to sail for Eu- 
rope on the steamship Oscar II with
